“The plan has been carefully exam-
fned by all the gentlemen in this de-
partment who have especial legal or
financial acquaintance with the consti-
tution of the city's sinking funds, and
we are disposed 1o believe that what Is
propose] is legally possible and finan-
clally sound as well as a complete rem-
edy for the concededly excessive burden
of these funds upon the taxpayers of
the city.
